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I don't know about you, but I !iave sometimes thought of the president's 
address at the start of theUepresentative Assem^^ly as being about as useful 
as a back pocket on a shirt. Now I'd like to think this year^'s speech any way 
•is a little diffei:ent. And Td like to.think that it is not just because I am the 
one who is up here on the spot.' 

I want to talk today about dur internal accomplishments and our external . 
goals. And I will have a few words to say about .the Supreme Court, but, we 
will gpt to thai in a few minutes. ^ ^ • ' ' . • 

'This year is different becjauseour new Constitution is working. This year k 
different* because, for the first time, the president will functiofi "within a> 
budget and a program developed during his term in office. This year is^ ' 
different jbecause this summer we will complete the job of coming out of our 
'shells an^ fully accepting otir roles as professionals in a changing, and in a . 
^ changed,\ociely. (Applause) . ' . 

y Ours is a' conn^lex and ver^very public society. Our schools exist as part 
of that society. Their funding, their freedom, all the factors tl^at determine 
their potential for.pxcellence, are decided in open public comp<rtirion with 
other elements pf oiir society. ^ * " ^ . 

The bahlfeisgoingon. If we don't compete, that doesn't mean, that we are 
■ out of the battle. It just means that we are going to lose.'It is clear that if we^ 
don't care enough to fight for the needs of public education in America, 
'* thbs0 needs are not going to be met. (Applause) . ' . ( 
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Over the\ past few ^ears 'we ^ave gotten involved— a bit at'a time. We 
began to speak up in'meetilngs. W6 backed candidates for tjie school board 
t-We supported legislative candidatts.^^lA^^^eteetecj mayors, and governors and 
/^members of Congre^- A.nd we w.efe successful in 80 percent of the . 
congressional races in which' we were active fn 1974. 

And $till it wa/nol enough. We came far enough out of our classrooms to 
elect a Cohgress tapable of passing slightly improved school financing legis- 
lation, and we haVie become strong enough to override presidential vetoes of « 
vital fundipg legisratib'n, (Applause) ' 

Aui we have not ^ione enough as yet because the legislation is not yet pro- 
viiing sufficient ^funding, and the vetoes of even the inadequate legislation 
are still forthcoming. So we have to qome to. the next necessary step. 
^ We have stopped pretending that the presidenCyis somehow not a policy-' 
* setting office. We have stopped ignoring it and have. recognized that the race 

* for the presidency is'^very bit as important, t>very bit as public', as any of the 
other races in which -we regularly participate. ' , • ; ^ ^ 

1>residentral budgets Reflect the nature of our federal government's co'tti- 

* mitment to public education. And in regent years those proposals have been 
repressive. Presidential appoihtmelits to HEW and the Office of Education 

V, 'determine how^jlhuch or how little influence classroom teachers will have, in 
education policy 'development. A-nd most recently we have learned that the 
' presidential appointments to the Supreme Court can have debilitating im- 
pact oit the rights of public employees. , « • j. ^ ^ * 
^We have come to recognize that we are a formidable f6rce in the life of 
this country. We are over 1,800,000* strong. We ar<»organized^ We havb 
demonstrated our ability 'time and time agaicf to operke effectively m the 
political arena. ' ' . | • ' 

We are going to have lOOHelegates and'alternates at thej national conven- 
^ .tions x?f the nation's two major political parties this sunlmer. (Applaus^) 
\ . That is a total that is unapproached by any individual membership drganiza- 
, lion in the entire nation. And the best thing^aboufthat is that it isn't the 
• ' ^ end— it is jtist the beginning. (Applause) ^ 

' It must be only a beginning because what we 3% is vital. There'cannot be a 
free society in the absence of a^ educated citizenry, the very process of our 
nationaf decision making incorporates debate and conflict. That process is 
polirics. And thai propess can work only if citizps,,all citizens, have th'^ 
... educational background to think for^ tljemselvesoand the information 
^ necessary to reach sound conclusipns. * • • 

MoreqvQT, if the decisions are made thrpugh a public process, ij seems to 
" ,^,me that it is our responsibility as public school teac|>ers to get out 'there and 
do our part to make sure that the decisions are the hght one§. (Applause?)* 
We are meeting t^is challenge. Everything we have (Tone over the last 
, couple of years ^as led us to thia. point. And now we are taking the final 

* steps. We areparticipating.in the presidential endorsement process because 
we have no choice— no choice as citizens and no choic^ as a profession. 

I have two personal reactions to oiir presidential endorS'ementj. effort, th^ 
decision that you will make later on this summer. On the one hand, I find it 
. the least surprising and pfcrhaps the longej^t delayed decision in the world. Of 
colirse^we are participating in the pfpcess. And, yet, since this is the first 
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time we are aitl^ally doing so, I find tfiis process representative of every 
major step forward that we are taking— as individuals and as aprofession 
Because our involvement in the public life of our nation is t|ie way we are go- 
ing to achieve durgoals. (Applause) 

Electing c;andidates dedicated to meeting the needs of education isn't a 
goal. It is* a means to our eod. It is a means to our goals. Our goals are the 
tfiings we need to enable us to te^ch more efTectivel) and to live more com- 
fortably—things hke one-third federal funding, collective bargaining legisla- 
tion in every state, national health care,^ separate Education Department 
and a Secretary of Education, and equity in retirement nationwide. 

These things won't just happen. Our^ goals will not simply acconiplish 
themselves. But I am copvinced that with our involvement at alMevels in the ^ 
public life ofx)ur nation and with our success in that public acena, including 
Jhe election of officials from school board mehiber to President of the United 
S'tates, we will have .the means and the will and tlie way to finally begin to 
achieve quality education for all children in America.-XApplatise) 

Let me turn for a moment to our internal order- where we a're'and ,what 
li«s before us^ ^ 
• Tha Bylaws of NEA expressly mandate -the, president of NEA to 
•prepare— with the assistance of the secretary treasurer, the executive di- 
rector, arid the Committee on Program and Budget 'a budget for sub- 
mission to the appropriate policy-making bodies. The fratnersbf the Consti- 
tution and the Bylaws anticipated that the budget would addr<?ss itself not 
only to the gqals and objectives oK)ur Representative 'Assembly, but also to ^ 
the programmatic expectations of the president as well . a • 

"On more than one occasion itl the^past, our Committee on Planning and ' 
Organizational Development has suggestjcd that the most effective use oflfie 
United Teaching Profession's time and resources would be for th« develop- 
ment of an integrited service delivery system. That means. that eacfi levelof 
, our organization— local, state, and national- would assume an obligation for^^ 
those iDrograms, thaj may best be achieved at that particular level. That vje^w 
of NEA and the United Teaching Profesfsion is one with which I C9ncur. 

In.th'at TCgarcL this year's budget reflects a national comnjTitment to a 
degrep not previously embraced - to issues and priorities that will directly 
assist qiembers in affiliates throughout the nation, throughfout tll^.NEA- 

• $1,800,000 for a national teacher liability program wmch^ holds the 
potential of saving state organizations $3.5 miHion. (Applause) 

• A, $530,000 program dedicated to the development of teacher contact 
teams in each* of our national congressional districts in order that we 
might establish orderly communications between teachers and legisla-. 

• tors on our proposed legislation. 

• $950,000 ''for increased support in our attempt 'to achieve one-third • 
/federal funding of public education. * . ^ * 

• In excess of $275,000 for the implementation of "regional members^hlp 
processirfg centers in Atlanta and two other areas. , 

• $400,000 to increase NEA's research capacity, including a $100,000 
increase for the computer cooperative that will make it possible for 
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affiliates to retrieve current data'o'n;^uch topics as salar> schedules 
^ and fringe benefits and school'^ financial data and school budVt 
' analysis. ^ 

• - An'additiorial SI 30,000 to increase the effort to organize higher educa- 
tion. , 

• $500,000 to increase programming to asSist in legislation and'negotia- 
( , . tion of instructional issues. . 

• Increased funding of UniServ to the tunbof $650,000. 

. Now, therf are obvi6usl> other parts of the program>and other program 
proposals and changes, and to that end, at the appropriate- time in the 
agenda, Vice-President McGuire and the Copimittee on Program afid 
Budget -will present'the budget and respond to your questions about the 
"specifics. 

This budget represents the best efforts of the Program and Budget Com- 
i mittee, of your officers, aod of the staff. And in m> judgment,' it adequately 
-addresses itself to the concerns I expressed'during m> campaign, as well as 
' / to the major goals of the Board of Directors and the Representative 
Assembly. ^ 

Therefore, I recommend the fiscal >ear 1976 77 program without res- 
ervation, and I appeal to >ou to suppcfrt it without major revisions. 

Let^me touch on another matter, another interrtal matter. There is no or- 
ganizalion^or institution, governmeatal or private, union or not, that has so 
totally committed itself t.o the inplusion in its governance structure of 
minorities and others wh6 have been systematically shut out. " 
•7 ' It is ro years now siftce NpA and ATA, the American Teachers Associa- 
tipn, the black national teachers^ organization, merged into one. NEA has 
expended much time and energ> on our racial 4nd ethnic'makeup since then. 
And by' Aat I mean not justNntrospection,'but also,actVall> doing something 
about it. And to that end we have reached a milestone Ihis year with the 
merger 'in ^Mississjppi and the anticipated cofnpletion of t^he merger in 
V Loiiisiana at the same time. (Applause) * ' 

We Idive rewritten our Constitution so that that document now 
guai-antees that*our structure at all levels of the Association™ local, state, 
and-national will reflect the racial and ethnic^makeup of our diverse com- 
munities. (Applause) \ ' ■ 

We all recall the concerns kbout our capacit> to meet those constitutional 
provisions. Frankl>, I was sometimes uncertain ,whetherthe jumbfing sound* 
in the background of last > ear's* Representative Assegibly was thunder 0^ 
gimply the gnashing of teeth. But it is with great pride, both m you and m our 
,organiz^ion, that toda> 1 note that those concerns were unfounded. Thanks 
to your dedication^ and to >our effort, every state delegation, with the excep- 
tion of .one, liere today is |p compliance with the minority involvement 
guarantees of'our C8rt>s4itution. (Apiplause) ^ 
• - * I want 10 offer congratulatioris\o you and to extend a personal thanks to 
. the Gompliatice Co/nmit/ee fo%tl\eir hel^and to the members of our 
• Minority Affairs Committee, for their gor^^lition. Because of your efforts 
we have fulfilled the promise .of our Constitution, a promise of inclusion. 
Now we can turn our attention and oiA- efforts ^nd our energies today to the 
O \ \ ^ 
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hsltw^^f Ihc^ vital exreptial goals \ye fjaye so long oo^eted, And 
' ^'^^'^^ say-that we have, inTact,'placcd ouro^vn housein order. 

'-^^'jt^y 5ohbi^Wti|ely withobt error; yet, I think we have, by our own 
e^s, ^a^^ffiiWht b begin to-cast at' least a few small pebbles in'the 
l^^r.^fejglet^^^ s6ci€ty (applause), a society that lives up to all 
|ftj^^^>J^Af onr n^^^l Constitutidn^nd Bill qf Rights. '

An increa^red rol? in education policy iev^elopment is our obligafion. It is 
the nature of power that it is Almost never given away; it is rarely, if ever, 
shared; it is almost always Uken. If ^e have been denied our rightful role in 
education policy making, it is because we havp not taken that) role. (Ap- 
iplause) * ^ 

^ Accomplishment of adequate bargaining legislation in eVery^state in the 
nation and on^-third federal funding of education will provide us the tools we 
---nlthe input we must have. We need not shy aVay frorn an open 
of our goals. As public workers, as professionals, we want . 
f^aningful input, to iinprove the system; and as. -working people, wo^Jcing 
^ mtn aind women, we want to enjoy the same benefits all Americans seei^ 
Th^t is.th^way it is, and we ^n be piolid to go out and take our ri^htfflr 
place in our society. ' A 

Love may be given away, but r^spfect is always earned. As te^chersl^^ 
ne^dito com/nand the respect of our students, their parents, .and the com- 
, nfiunity at large. But we would never truly ^enjoy that respect if all we ever 
did was obediently dance to a tune devised ^y5)thexs (loud applause), if we 
^cowed to econornic deeiands made on us by ^o-cafted **publio" policies to . 
which we have had no input. That kind of jDehavior will never inspire respect. 
The fact is nobody ever respects puppets—they sfinply make use of th^m. 
(Applause) * " - . ' - ' 

On Thursdays June 24, the Supreme Court of the Ujiited States, by, the 
narrowest ofjnargins— five to four— struck. down. Congress' authority to 
extehd minimum Vage and overtime provisions to st^te and local govecn- 
mept employees. This decision was the sixth consecutive antipublic em- 
ployee ruling handed down by' the current fpajority on the Court. A fire-, 
fighters union was' denied 3ues checko9'> and the Court approved; a police 
, officer with permanent status was fired without a h-earing, and the Court ap- 
proved; .a police department imposed strict ^dress rules, including specific 
rules on grooming, and the Court approved'; a firefighter wa^ fired for mov- 
ing oiltside the limits of the city by which he was employed and in which he 
Wked, and the Court approvrd; teachers in HortorTville, Wisconsin, were 
fired for striking, and the Court approved. * w / ♦ *' 

And now the current- majority on. the Court" has .extended it'scM* even. 



farther, remdving the right of public employees to gain protection from wage 
and overtime abuses by state and local government employers. But this deci- 
sion doe? more than that. iValso strikeTat the very core of the power o r 
Congress to'act on a federal collective bargaining bill for state and local 
government employees, including teachers and faculty. ' r 

.We have got somethings to say about this decision and our coufse for the 
future. And I hope those who \Vould destroy the rights of-public employees 
are paying attention because they have a choice to make They can work 
with us to establish those rights and opportunities that are basic to decency 
in the public sector, or they can continue to op'pose us and we will establish 
those rights artyway— no matter^what it takes. (Applause) 

. Let us for a minute examine that ruling. The current majority in a deci- 
sion '(Cvfitten by Rkhard Mxow'sriast appointee tp the Court, Associate Jus-* 
rice Rehnquisi—sccks to create a square wheel with the' sure and certain 
confidence that it will hot roll, that it will not work. But that is jhe 
point— they do not want it to work. * • 

Assoaaie Justice Brennan issued an eloquent dissenting opinion to Thurs- 
day*! decision. He^equates that decision with tho^ic thaj provtficed a constttu- 
tional crisis in the 1930s when a Court that came to be called the '*nine old 
men'^ sought td ondo all of the.efTorts'"of the presidency and the Congress to 
'put together the New Deal and save this country from .the clutches of the ^ 

depression^ *u 
' Justice Brennan says, and 1 quote, ^'I cannot recall'unother'mstajice m the^ 
Court's* history when the reasoning of so many decisions covering so long a 
span of time has been disparded roughshod.^Vw.vz/V^' Bre^mqn say^ that the 
Court acted "without' any justification not already often advanced and 
consistently' reject'ed.'^ This decision. Justice i?m///a// declares, reflects 
"nothing but the Court's displeasure with a congressional judgment." ^ 
This decision reveals a Court attempting to undo what the Gonstitdtion 
has carefully served for political and legislative determination. 
, An illustration of-the absurdity oC the Court's action is the fact that while 
' striking down Congress' power to legislate minimum standards for wages of 
state and local government employees, tljp Court at the same time left un- 
•touched last year's decision upholding the federal power to freeze the wages 
of the state and local government employees. ' ' ^ 

. *ow the upshot of all that is that we arS^left >vith^a Court viev/ of constb 
tufwnai- authority tliit permits the federal government to take a^ay wage 
• incxease^but prohibits jt from setting even a minimum standard for granting 
them. Now thife is indefi a strange and savage-statidard. ^ 

We are no longer Jalking about the boUective bargaining process alone. 
We are talking about the minimumrwage, about child labor laws as they 
might affect a public employer; and, indeed, we are talking about all federal 
standard^ of decency and fajr.pl^y. ' \ *' . 

An4 what i& our response? Our drive lor federal collective bargaming Stan; 
dards, for minimum wages, for overtime protection, and for all of the other 
' rights so basic to citizens of this country— that drive is'&till on tra^rk. ■ 

We are going to achieve equitable collective bargaining legislation for all 
teachers ^nd ^11 public employees. We have already done so in 3&,of the 50 

» . ■ ■ « ■ '-^ ■ . 
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stales. ArM-we are going lo do so in Colorddo, Texas, Alabanfia, Virginia, 
Missouri, Ohio, Kenliicky, and every olhJr stale in this union. (Applause) 
And the results and the pov^er of those successes are gofng io gain us the 
eventual goal of uniform minimum standards for collective bargjaining for all 
'teach'eps and for all public employees all over the coj^jnjry. • . 

V » Andas to federal legislation, that door also remains open. There are $60 
billipii going from thefederaj govermnent to the states and cities every year. 
Thereare li million of us who. work iq state and )6cal government. A lot of 
that $60 billion pomes'directl> out of our packets. The majority of it goe's to 
sequre the services that we provide. " • 

We believe we can get Congress to set some standard* fo^the use of those 
dollars - standards, that require respect for'a minimum wage, for overtime 
provisions,' and for proper personnel practices, including collective , bargain- 
ing'for public employees. (Applause) ** ' 

. The message I want 'tl^e League of Cities and the-other chanl^ions^oi^the 
square v^heel philosophy, to hear and to understand is that courtage and com- 
mitment are the ba$ic«^Rengths of Americans. We are not co,wed by ad- 
versity. We are aftgereq^^Utrengtherfed byit. .... 

Because of this decisioSr^^iH turn with greater strength and determina- 
tion to th^ states and, the locals, an dthe^ e we will build tlie success of our 
prograni. , * - * * . . ; 

Because of this deci§ion, we will redou.ble dur efforts in Congress to find 
'the other waj^that must have to e:nact our legislation. ' " ^ 

And we will finally learn .by heart tffe history Wesson that we cannpt remain 
aloof from pofitics at any level. For it is t^e President who appoints the Jus- 
tices, and it is th^ Justices who cai^ niake — and who can uhmake—these de- 
cisions. . *^ ^ 

The election of a PrSf8ent of A^hiited States in 1932 led to Court ap- 
pointments that guids^it^e destiny of our nation for nearly 40 years. The 
election of another President in 1,968 led to Court appointments that 
presently seek to undo much that was ga.ined in those four decades. 
. , 1 say to you, and together we must say to them, that the election of a Pres- 
ident in 1976 is g^iin^to put an end to that. For the first titne we are going to 
enter the presidential political race. * * . 

And we are not doing that on the ba^iis of partisan politics. We ^id not, as 
a national organization, make an endorsenjent in either party during the pri- 
maries. Instead, we ^^aited for thp^Pwo major political parties to decidfe upon 
their candidates and upon thefr platfornis and policies. And you, the 
Representative Ass^m6ly, will evaluate the candidates and the platforms 
and will then make otlr choice. And because of that choice, tHis wron^ will be 
s.et right. ' ' 

This decision marks the end of our harassment, the end of oar^standihg as 
a sScond-class group of citizens in America. And it marks th^ beginning of a 
dedication on our part so strong that it will not entf until we ha^e achieved all 
of our goals adequate federal funding, collective bargaining legislation, 
minimum wage, a Secretary of Education, and all the rest. 

That is. our response, and the victory in this endeavor ^hall.be 
ours— together. Thank you very much. (Rising loud applause) ^

Delegates and my colleagues on the staff and all the good friends who have 
assembled here for the 1 14th annual meeting of the National .Education 
Association: As you know, I have been involved in NEA since my first days 
as a teacher. l4iave spoken before groups of teachers, I suppose, hundreds 
of times, perhaps a thousand, but I am^not sure that I have ever been re- 
quired to spQak under the' conditions that we have here today, where I have 
io follow the. aggressive, faj- reaching, forthright commentary from the dis- 
tinguished Jerry J^urf and the inspiring, absolutely magnificent iiddress 
delivered by our president, yoA/f'/?yor, yesterday. (Applause) . / . 

But it is my turn. 1 cannot get to the problemsjthat I wish to lay before you 
, without recounting.some of the achievements that have been previously dis-. 
cussed. ^ ' * . 

We do gather each year to dp many things, but I suppose that the fore- 
most of these are to celebrate our victories in the past and to deliberate on 
the major problems that remain yet before us. This year, as in all past^ears, 
^ Ny/ we have cause for both. y " . ' * 

As indicated, the victories of the year have been reported to you in prior 
commentary at this convention, through the NEA Now, the NEA Reporter, 
and many oth^r means. Hovyever,^ think it useful to highlight the more 
s salient of those. • ' . 

Once ag^in, our membership reached an historic high. As we talk today; 
the NEA is an organization of l,870,000educators.' - 

This year''s successful vote in the AMPR of Puerto Rico successfully con- 
cluded the effort— now decades old— to achieve unlficatioiT of every state* 
' ' ^ affiliate. , * • . 

^, Mapy years of courageous work by dedicated teacher leaders in 
Mississippi have been rewarded by the successful conclusion of merger 
between the Mississippi Teachers. Assdciation, our^affiliate, and the 
unaffiliated Mississippi Edacatidn Association. The new, unified Mississippi 
Association of Educators is an organization of potentially 30,000 members. 

New collective bargaining laws have been effectively implemented in 
California, Iow£^, Kansas, and Minnesota— all to the betterment of the 
teachers'cpndition. . » » 

Nolwithsianding the 'doom and gloom spread liberally^ by our cynics, we 
have approached the o^arly complete implementation of the new Constitu- 
tion. Furthermore, as we have done so, I say that I am sufficiently confident 
c ' toilay to clairfi that we are a better organizatipn for hating done so. (Ap- 
plause) This Assembiy?)(^is very Assembly, is\ital proof that an organiza- 
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^ tion comrailled to a difficult, but nondlheless reasonable, standard of equity 
"'.and justice can achieve that' standard. 

^ While it is far too early to define the state of NEA in New York, I am 
' V*pn3ud to affirm Jhat the. New York Educators Association, a faithful and 
^ae^cated NE^. affiliate, is definitely up in place to stay. It is well led; it is 
Wfcll staffed. It is a folly functioning state teachers association, and even at 
, this eaxly pioment, f03 local associations, including the second largest jn 
that sti^te, have voted to leave NYSUT in favor of NYEA-NEA. (Applause) 
^ ^\ Almost all 6f us have paid very close attention as our political actipn 
orogram urged teachers toward their great potential influence. It is 
noteworthy that in 1976 nearly every significant politician, reporter, com- 
mei?f^tor, labor leader,* and voice of reaction have noted our arrival. This is 
due in large part to our extraordinary, work in the selection of delegates to 
the forthcoming conventions of the political parties. ^ 

I ara personally very proud that th^re will be more th&n 200 NEA 
members at the Democratic MationarConvention as delegates or alternates 
and more than 35 at the Republican Convention. And might I remind you 
that the last headline Ysaw on the matter suggests that there is now only a 
'^3*^^ 25-delegate difference in the totals amazed by the two Republican candi- 
?^ dates, and^ indeed, those. 35 might be some, very important people in the 
gatherings of that party. Further, 1 am.confident that this combined dele- 
gate total will exceed that of any other single* organization in the United 
States, (Applause) . ^ * , ' 

' Our greatest acfiievyfements, however, have been less obvious and* a good 
bit less glamorous. Jn the face of great jtolitical ^ind economic adversity, we 
have prevailed over budget cuts, vetoes, >and attempted re(ifessions so as t<^ 
more than hdld otir own and keep fhe federal aid dollars flowing. 

Specifically, we first overrode the veto of the 1976 education approp^ria- 
tions bill that provides $7.5 billion for education— and that is $1 billion more 
than the Administration wanted us to have. Next, we overrode the veto of 
-the J976 J-abor-HEW appropriations tliat provide $475 million for Head 
Start, for delinquent youth programs, and for remediation of child abuse. 
, And, finally, we overrode the Administration's veto of $2.6 billion^for th^ 

^ schooHunch program. ' • (' 

Now, if you read my mail, my critical mail, you would know that we hav^^ 
several people who know where I j'tand on that matter. But just so there w|ll 
be no doubt, let me editorially depart just for a njoment and indicate ilf&i 
when I count up those three vetoes— jhat is, one, two, and three— wheh?4-** 
was playing ball, if you got three strikes, you were out. (Applause)^ / / 
In addition to these* three veto overrides, we and our allies lobbied Re- 
cess fully, for $945 million in sjippleifiental funds to higher education and aid 
to the handicapped, comprehensive legislation to provide financial aid to ^ 
states for the imptovement of service$ to handicapped children, and the Vot- 
ing Rights E)^tension Act, extending the 1965 Act to^ correct historical 
^ disenfranchisement.* . , ' 

^ As of today, we have prevailed over enormous.political pressure so as to 
. * assure that equality and integration will be the laws in our l^ind, and tl)at the 
courts will have all necessary, tools to enforce those laws. And if you read 
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^•Ihis morning's paper, you will see l^al in spile of all the talk here about what 
the Supreme Court has done, it does appear that they struck again yester- 
day. And we don't yet know all of the det-ails of their decision, but they cer- 
tainly are creating^an environment for desegregation that is even more nega- 
tive and hostile than that^which^we have had to contend with throughout the 
^past few years. " , ; 

But, moreover, in the mii^st of this hostile environment, we have gained 
increased recognition for education by the Congress, specifically in the 
congressional budget process, and we have received very favorable re- 
sponsfiilo our^needs in the draft platform of the Democratic Party. We are 
ma^inga similar effort with the Republican Party, but we shall not know for 
/a few weeks exactly^ what the outcome will* be. 
. • But, finally, any recitation of accomplishment throughout thi$ past year 
simply must acknowledge the great ^ork done by our state and 'local 
affiliates. In spjte of the repressive and reactionary tiend among the 
^ politicians and- iit the courts, gtir members and our loWl leaders have 
f demonstrated the great tenacity and courage required to conclude the ne- 
' gotiation of more than 5,000 collective bargaining contracts. They were hard 
won; many were less than desired. But many more were good contracts. And 
we can say for a truth that collective bargaining is alive, it is obviously here 
• to stay, and it is enhancing the dignity of our profession in more places wit^ 
each passing year. 

I suppose it is by now obvious that I believe that in many, many wajs, if 
Has b^en a vpry good year. H9wever, that is only^half of the speech. The 
other half addresses problems^ unfortunately, problems not yet solved and 
in fact growing more serious, each year, I will not address them, all, but 
1 instead will carefull^choose and prioritize as I believe that NEA must dq^if 
we are to achieve our objectives. 

First, 61,000 of our colleagues received RIP noticed this year. Fully 25^ 
percent of the substantial districts in this country "pink-slipped" dedicated 
teachers, and 40 percent of those teachers report that these districts did so 
for no. reason whatsoever except insufficiejit funds. Many^nqtices will be re- 
scinded, but even then, thousands of teachers will be unemployed. 

Whether this is seen as a' personal catastropl^e'for each individual in the 
mass or as an aggregate that spell^ dram^itic reductjbn in the quality of 
school programs is of no consequence. In eifhercase, it is tragic devastation. 
The shortage of funds and the callous disregard for sch661 programs and 
teachers are of such magnitude that in some places, even orderly accommo- > 
dation is simply not possible. ' , 

In two states, reductions werejmade in state'aid to school districts after 
' appropri'^itions had 6e^.n enact^^ocal budgets adopted, and fhe school y^arw^ 
begun. In yet another state, all school operations wiH cease in July of this 
year. (Applause) 

The juxtaposition of the expectations of arid the.investments in pur schools 
' makes clear the duplicity of the politicians and the hypocrisy of the bu- 
reaucrats who babble of ''productivity" and "accountability." 

Cowardly s£apegoats throughout our political system work to convince 
America that our problem is not political corruption, is not unresponsive 
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go^'ernmenl, is not wd>ward patronage, is not. economic mi^managennenl, is 
not insensilivil) to public needs bulM the salaries and the benefits of public 
employees. No fiscal lricker> appears to belog^jeal, no"ur^en[thinnan^need 
appears lo be sufficient to deter them from deceiving the citizens of this na- 
tion. • »^ • ' 

We are promised government of the people, b> the people, and for the 
people. But for the past several >ears, vy^ have endured government of t)ie 
President, by the veto, and for\he privileged fewsXApplause) 

The facts are clear our schools and the work ofieachers.are the bedrock 
of our social order. It is also ver> clear that the preservation of that arder . 
and the extension of its plqrUj to those who hist6ricall> were denied will re- 
quire a substantial increase in our nation's mvestmeilt in her schools. 

And, finall>, it seems clear that that increase wjl not be likely to come un- 
less and until it comes from the U.S. Cqngress^^^o^ponse to the,3emand of 
the teacfiers and all the voter^th^tit be so, ^ ;fr' ' - , ^ 

Before, closing, I will discuss one more rrfaja^ problfem, artd that is the 
repression of America's teachers specifieall>^ ^nd the public employees 
generally by the instruments of government^ * 

At th^ outset of that discussion, I wisFTO^j^^^unmistakably, clear that I 
believe that in our economic s>stem, theH'^s^of teachers to organize, to 
collectively bargain, and, when the> deem it^^ential to their well-Being, to 
strike are .fundamental liberties and are inextricable from the right to 'Itfe, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness." (Ap^laus ^^ 

. And I believe further that such rights^^e^'hof^granted by government; 
theV are inalienable and inherent in being. <A|^lause) GDvernment c^n only 
decide whether it will protect or repress its citizens in the exercise of those 
rights. And for public emplo>ees toda>, we are living in the great repression. 

Today, approximate^) 20 states offer no protection whatsoever, and 25 
nrtOre fall short of a minii;num standard of decenc>. Five or less grant even a 
theoretical shot at eqwt>. In fact, the governments of o<ir 50 states have 
chosen, in greater or lesser degrees, repression rather than protection of our 
liberty. 

To what end? More than 200 groups oi* teachers found it necessary to 
strike in 1975 76, and there are clearl> more strfkes to come. Hundreds of 
our colleagues have been jailed o^rimprisoned, and there are clearly more ar- 
rests to come. Our fines are now'into the hundreds of thousands ordoH|irs, 
and there are clearl> more fines to come - more that will come because 
there ar^ no alternativ es available to us as long as our g6vernments operate 
in the repression mode. ^ ' \ 

And y-et this past week, the Supreme Court of the United States— the 
great protector of the people , b> a vote of five to four, set aside an earlier 
ruling b>*the Warren Court and ruled that we, the employees of state and 
local governments, ma> not expect federal protection, from such harsh treat- 
ment by the agents of state government. . ' . 

So where do we go from here? Obviously, we have not yet had the op- 
portunity to divine that answer. But I tell you this: That Court may vote 5-4, 
6 3, 7 2, 8 U or 9 0, but it cannot diminish my determination that every 
teacher in this country will know the freedomi, the equity, the justice, the 
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dignity ^hal has never been delivered to them hy any process other than 
collective bargaining. (Rising loud applause) 

We»are teachers—and that i^ a profession of hope, not despair. We are 
I Amejicans committed to an unceasing struggle for democracy, justice, and 
dignity for;.all people— us included; 

While the League of Cities, the Governors Conference, the Right-to- 
Workers, and their man Nixon who appointed this Court^savcK their win, we 
must press on. 

* We must affirm our alliance with AFSCME, CAPE, andX)thers who share 
^ our plight, ind we must press more vigorously than ever before for more 
sensitive state governments and laws. 

We must explore new theories and strategies for federal protection. 

We must evaluate every opportunity to use dders and* attac|iments to 
federal programs as well as rules and regulations to win federal support for 
bargaining efforts. ' ■ ' " . 

We mtist press for a federal administration and a Congress dedicated to 
changing one or more votes in the Supreme Court. 

We must assess the propriety and the efficacy of using the World Con- 
federation of Organizations of the Teaching ^Profession to present the profile 
of our repression in our country to the International Labor Organization and 
other international forums. 

Most importantly, we must respond with even mdre effect to our 
colleagues at the vanguard of the conflict in places like New Bedford, Crest- 
wood, Hoboken, Escambia, Hortonville, Orchard Park, Timberlane, and 
hundreds and hundreds more. 

It is my most fervent hope that this convention will addfess^every single 
situation with an acute awareness that we must move on, that we must do 
more and not less, that-we must. attack and not retreat. 

We are the NEA. We are bigger, stronger, more* ab^e thaii ever. The 
NEA, our NEA; we and the people that we represent here today, are vir- 
tually the only hope for the teachers of Amefica. I thank you. (Rismg l^^iid 
applause)

ADDRESS 
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AMERICAN FEftERATioN OF . v v. 
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I was chajring a meeting here in Miami some weeks ago, and I was sitting 
here and emphasizing what our great differences were. But, nevertheless, I 
want t^i-say that John and I have worked together ever since he was elected 
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president of your great organization, and I think it has enhanced the well- 
being of all of the members of our organizations. 

I think it would be appropriate before I enter'Tnto my remarks to mention 
how much esteem and warmth and respect we have foe Terry Herndon for 
the great contributions he has made to the well-being of teachers and the 
"well-being of all working people in these United States. (Applause) We in 
AFSCME had the pleasure of having him speak at our convention a couple 
of weeks ^go As usual, he managed to achieve a silence in that gathering 
that is not-easily come by. » - 

I would like to acknowledge the presence of your very* distinguished 
general counsel. Boh Chanin, with whom we have time and again met and 
worked and toward whom we feel ver> warmly. And I would like to say hello 
to some old friends like Helen Wise andy/m Harris and Wayne Emerson and 
Steve Diamond, and particularly Harvey Zorbaugh who leads that excellent 
organization known as the Coalitionof American PubMc Employees. 

I have been rather discreetly asked to limit my remarks hereahis morn- 
ing.'That is not a small thing for somebody with my particular peFsojiality 
traits I have a particular propensity for taking a 15-minute speech and 
stretching it into an hour - ! am going to try to limit myself this morning. 
However, I do have some things to say to you. I hope I can hold your atten- 
tion, and I hope I can make it brief. 

I would like to bring you all the way i)ack to World War I. I would like^o 
bring you back to .a period when America was in the midst great hysteria 
or overzealous response to patriotism, when we were beginning to bear doAvn 
very heavily on civil rights, on justice and decency for all Americans. ^ 

I would like to point out that m that era following World War I, the 
American labor movement wa^ practically wipe(^out. I would like to remind 
you that a governor^'of Massachusetts^ Whojater probably became one o'f the 
most undistinguished Presidents of the United States, a mail named Cahin 
Coolidge, entefpd the international polkical arena by breaking a police 
strike where^policemen had spent a year or more seeking a small measure of 
justice and decency and were unable to achieve it. And it took almost 40 
years from the breaking of that strike in Boston, Massachusetts, for public 
employees to again begin to dev elop a capacity to deal with an empJoyer with 
a measure of dignity and a measure of decency. 

We moved from that era into the 1930s, the New Deal, Franklin Delatio 
_RooseyeJ[^dv^ho\_Q_UQ\^_ds\£\QpmQni of new^ocial, labor, and political phi- 
losophies. The enactment of such measures as Social Security and unem- 
ployment insurance provides mechanisms by .which we can deal with com- 
passion with the young and the handicapped and the agpd. ^ / ^ 

We even got collective bargaining for workers iri the private sector of the 
economy, although nobody neither liberals nor conservatives — thought 
that we who were in the public sector were entitled to any kind of considera- 
tion. . _ 

And during that.era, during that period of the 1930s and the early 1940s, a 
monumental struggle took place in thesoJJnited States, a struggle that 1 
think we are beginning all over again in the past few weeks. Aqd the struggle 
was betwe^en an appointed Supreme CoOrt of the United States and an 
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elected Congress of the United States, a struggle that, in effect,' asked: Was 
the Constitution of the United States designed to preserve property and 
power and priVilegeJor the few, or was an electeiCongres^-withirUwits^ut 
within broad parameters, to be allowed io. Qxkn&equality and compassion to 
airAihericans? That struggle took fnany -forms, and Eventually a measure of 
reasonabler\ess pi^evailed. But that jneasCire of/easonableness did not in- 
clude thuse'ofiis who are public workers. 

And then in the 1960s, we had two powerful sthggles going on at the same 
^ime. There wds a struggje.by minorities for access to equality - a struggle 
|thit>l\vas difficijit, that'was marked by civil disobedience, and that was, 
perhapsS>M ol the most important things that has happened in the 200 
years of our derflD^^aoL At the sUme'time, there was a , struggle by public 
workers— a struggle by teacher^^ struggle by members of our union, a 
struggle by meixibers^of other unions— so that public employees cou^enjoy 
a measure of reasc^nableness and access to oupsociet^. \. 

And, again, we\ conservative' public employe,es had to resort to sa<^* 
mechanisms as civU disobedience— although, we simply called them strikes> 
or what have yoti. l\have heard there are some places ^here there are some 
legal strikes. One dW I will find them, a^one day I will participate on a 
legal picket line. (Apblause)' ' - ^ • • r 

But let^mesay that there was a measure on^cess during the sixties for 
those of us w^o got\sofne access to the medf^nism, whether we were 
minorities or whether We 'were public wo rkers or wh^r, as was frequently 
the* case, we were both. But, fundamentally, the mt^n of the. sixties 
remains unfulfiUeid. WA still have not'arrived. We still aPi^ot part of the 
system. We still don't hWe access to the place called the OSited States of 
America. (Applause) \ ^ » ^ . x>c • - 

In 1976, during 'this past year, the present governor of Massacl^^setts is 
, expounding the philos6phJ( of Ca/vm Coo/W^t'— expounding that phiKisgphy 
with less candor, with mofe guile, "but with equal cruelty. 

The heritage of Richard Nixon axidlhe presence of Jerry Ford have left 
Americans injured/ and in sbme insfeiim devastated, by inflation and unem- ^ 
ploymeht. (Applause) \ \ * . . r,. 

Andjet me say to you that most r)jsponsible economists, whether ot the. 
conservative or the liberal variety, ^grfee that of all of the institutions in our 
•society that have been victimized by the Nixbn-Ford recession, local and 
state govemmcn£,ii the woifet\ the most devastated victim*: And we who 
work for local and stat\gove rnJnent are particular victims. But we are even 
less victimized than the wopif whom we serve. (Applause) 

I am sure that before lai rived on this lectern, you dispusS^ 
Supreme Court decisionsV icludiW that little tiny' one ihi 
' Illinois. But, broadly speakb g, we have a Supreme Court as ; 
an election we lost in 1968^Us)5esurrecting a states' rights < 
doctrinq of sovereignty that would Aake George III very ha 
' here today to watch them and read thfeir opinions. (Applause) 
^ We have to do something about it. We can't sit still and simply ventilate 
-Slogans and ventilate distress a^d, talk Wut frustration. Arid I'd like to list 
just a Te^ of the things— not all of therj^— j"st a few oT thd^ings thdt need 
doing.' * * - 
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' First of all, I think that this Noyember we ought to elect a new President 
of the United States. (Loud apfjk'^se) ^ . 

Secondly, we have had a^coalltign of labor unions — some in the AFL-CIO, 
somejoutside the AFL-CIO, btltifTcluding the National Education Associa- 
tion* and AFSCME, And we ha\>^'lfarned much in recent months aUut the 
political process. And I think thjt fwhat we have learned should be used to 
see to it that the Congress that wiHl)e elected in November is a responsive 
and responsible Congress. (Applause)' , ' - 

Speaking for m>self, let me sa> clearly that I am bored with progressive 
political rhetoric. I want some political accountabilit> emanating from both 
the congressional and the executive bran(|^es of our government. (Applause) 
Let me make it clear that as I look IdrOss these United States, these 
legislatures, these governors, these mayo\s,- there ma> be one^r twosgood 
guys out there, or one or two good women \therais one bad woman. And we 
^need change. 

When I look at Connecticut, having the ripest per capita income in the 
United States and depending solel> on sales aiid propert> taxes to finance 
f)ublic service, I know you can't have good sVhools in Connecticut., And 
nhat's got nothing to do with teachers. And thq^same' could be said about 
New Jersey, and the same could be said about vl(ashington, apd the same 
.could be said about an awful lot of places. ^ • k . 

AVe n^ed fundamental federal tax'reforn), (Applause) And more, im- 
v po|tant because with all of its shortcomings,'bur federal tax system is the 

^^'^ ^ most progressivMt^ll the systems that we deal with Awe need to use the. 
^ Congress to impose piggyback Inechanisms and I am sirfe Bob Chanin will 
agree that it can be done to bring tax responsibility intauhe state legisla- 
tures so that we can fulfill mission of giving the ptoplf of the United 
-^State^he services that they n^. (Applause) 
* * , - Let sa> that I believe in natiohaj. defense. Let me hastily add that I am 
Outraged by-tbe size of the defense budget (Applause) . , , • 

Let me sa> this - and I know it sounds ijke a slogtin, but it says it more 
clearly than any wa> I could sa> it otherwise^ we don't need B-l bombers, 
,Wclo need ^quality educa ion. ' \ 

As, is well known, I have generally spoken on^the liberal side of most 
^1 issues, and I have begun to examine some of my thinking on stJme crucial 
^ jpatiers. And I want to share a small piece of my thinking - and you should 
^ c^e very grateful for the shortness of it - on this question of jbrergp aid. 
^ I think that we should support foreign aid. But we should make pertain 
^ that the foreign aid that support, that the "money that, we spend abroad, 
• ^ should bf used to support. freedom and democracy, should be used to 
^ eliminate poverty and ignorance. And we should withhold support from 
. ^reactionary regimes, from dictators who use the largesse of our people for 
/ , oppression. (Applause) 

And I think we can put billions of dollars^ to work to do something about 
the prolrfems of Arfierica. I think we can do something about the quality of 
life in' AiWica. \ • { y . . 

J am not^^tisfied With this new kind of liberal conservative baloij.ey that 
^e are hearing^ from a new kind of politician that the piXjs "smaUe£. I am a 
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tten we have ever been before. Profits are larger than they have ever b^n 
l?efore, and taxes are smaller than the]^ h^ve ever been^efore for the rich. 
(Applause) . - . ^ 

- Let me close my remarks wUhjust a couple of short statements.^ ^ ^ 

I want to say that it would be absurd for nie to stand here and say that the 
National Education Association and its affiliates and the State and County 
and Municipal Ecnployees and its affiliatds never, find any discomforts and 
thatwe constantly march to the same drum. That **ain'tV the^ay it is in our 
' kind of institutions- ' , ' * ' 

But I do say to yoii that, we need to strengthen the bontls between ouf or- 
ganizations, that we need to strengthen the bonds between the people of your 
organization and our organization. And-we have'" to co^e together with all 
other Americans o^'goodwill and do something about this meanness of the 
spirit, this cheap political ploy— which, unfortunately, has subverted many 
good Aipericahs into misunderstanding the role that we play as public 
-workers, whether vi^e are teachers or garbage collectors— we must do 
something about turning that thiog all the way aroiifid. ' 

And we have to do something else. I live in fear that with the present 
political arid social environment, with what is coming out of the media, with 
what is coming out of the Supreme QourU with what is coming out of the 
.Congress, if you please, at. best we seem to be stfuggling for the status quo. 
And that is not enough. 

In essence, I wai\t to close with a concept tliat, in spite of all the difficul- 
ties- that I have referred -to and The mdny others that Tthink this convention- 
will deal with, we have to make sure that we, remember that where we are is 
not there. We have to move forward; we have to progress; we have, to take 
' our resourcesand usethem to entence the membership of our organizations^ 
and, if you please, enhance this ^le Uriited States of America. 

Thank you very much. (Rising loud applause)

Mr^ Capozzi Mr. President, what I propose is not easy, bift I feel that the election- of the 
Connecticut delegates violated the ftnnciples of the NEA I cannot as an individual attend these 
jTieelings and thcSe Representative Assemblies and espouse one thing and watch other jhings 
practiced. . / * 

In Connecticut there were many members who were disenfranchised because they never j 
received ballots, To nie this violates the principle of a secret balloj'/And then members were not 
even allowed to vo^e/We violated thcone-person/one-wtcprincfple. Because, again, no ballots 
were received by the membership. There was no attempt made by the Connecticut leadership to 
correct the errors that were committed, , 

The delegates from Connecticut elected on a statewide basis should, at the,very least, be 
denied the nghl to votipin this Assembly because back in Connecticut the members who foot the 
bill were denied the right to vote. I would hope that the pr^ident of the Connecticut delegaticfn 
or a speaker for that delegation would present the reasons and arguments as to why some of our 
members were denied the right to ^te, and that this body would make the decision Because 
when a ^foup of us appealed to the Credentials Committee,'the reply was a reply that should 
never have heen'spnt in reply to an honest inquiry. Thank ybu. - '

In our efforts to meet the ethnic minority requirements of the NEA regulation, the dates the 
^4)allots were sent to the Connecticut delegation happened to coincide with a tkne when the

United Slates Postal Service changed theij operation in our region. Rather than the mail going 
through the Hartford Post Office, they started a processor carrying our maiUo Springfield, 
Massachusetts, and then bringing it back to Connecticut, During that process, ballots were not 
received at the homes of members as early as we anticipated, ^ 

I first became aware of the pending problem on Easter Sunday when I got a call from a 
member who had not received a ballot The following morning the balloting period was extended 
one weck.^First class mail was sentjto some 2,500 members of the Connecticut Education 
Association-namely, each one of thOse individuals we had listed on an addressograph. For a 
foil membership mail^g. we have to go to a computer firm. 

The balloting was extended one week to the 27th. Ballots did come in. At that time the ballots, 
were sent to another compute firm aftd counted. When the challenge was made, we submitted 
this infofhiation to the Credentials Committee, and the CEA Board of Directors, as well, dealt 
wth the issue. It was our feeling, and I believe the feeling of many mcTQ^bers. as we traveled 
what we call our county town route, who recognized the difficulty, that the' election was 
conducted in a very fair and equitable manner, * Z 

^.-^ Addi.tionally. at the time, the problem came, we extended the balloting to^May 27. If we had 
tri^ to conduct another election with the printing of ballots, the receivinglof the labels and 
- wh*;tTjol. we wouldn't have had the election conducted as of this^ate. And, tfcrefore, we cer- 
-^tainly could not have done it by May 1, ^ ' ^

As secretary-treasurer of the National Education Association, I am most happy to preseqt to 
you my second treasurer's report* covering the period September I, 1975, through May 31,

The financial report on page 19 lists tie composition of the two funds maintained and au- 
thorized m Section II of the Bylaws. The first, entitled the "General Fund," compfises all the 
operaung accounts of our Assoaation, and the second, the "Capital Improvement Fund," com- 
prises all of the properties and personal investments of the Association. 

At this time, may I point out toxpu«omeof the highlights of th^e reports.

This is in comparison to last year's S13 million at this 
same period of time. This increase in dues receivable of approximately S4 millwn is crcat^ by 
two factors: one, the NYSUT organizalion-his not transmitted to us all of the NEA dues 
coUccted to date by them and due to us, two, there is a normal increase:tn dues receivable dut to 
the S5 million increase in the current ycar's\budget. . ^ " j 

However, this statement ^tDl reflects thAexcellent efforts aad cooperatwijof our state and 
local affiliates in timely dues transmittals, th\^ results of whi^ arc a very good cash ftow and the

1976^ During this period oi time our C^&tV 
received from al! sources was less than our actual expenditures, and this resulted at th^s point in 
a net decrease in cash for this period of 51^872.888. 

, The net decrease for the nine-month period, together with the cash balance as of August 31.

Afr Getkie The charge that this Committee was operating under, as I understand it, was to 
develop guidelines for facilitating recruitment of paraprufesaunals, part-time, et ceteca, and in 
fact this CommitUe has recommended an amendment, Aijiendment 31, which would in^reas^ 
the dues fbr paraprofessionals from their half dues to a sliding scale that vvuuld bring th^em up to 
full duesin a matter of a few months. ^ , '

Mr Eb\:rl} Part of the cxjncern that was behind the introduction of the inquiry two years ago, 
#in Chicago came from the misuse or exploitation of paraprofessiun«ris. as well as part-time and 
"'substitute teachers, in ilerms of their utilization as scabs and strikebreakers ^ 

, One of the things that we dealt with in terms of our study and our discussion, first of all, wai 
yiat particular issut We didn't feel that anything could be done^directly for paraprofessionals 
tn all categories un)es^, first of all, we were m a position to act on their behalf. 

Now, the present relatiunship of paraprofessionals is not that oT full active membership. 
Throughout the natjon th^re are a number of individual approaches ds to the inclusion of 
paraprofessionals within the Association Son>e states organize wall to wall, some states' don't 
organize them at all 

In most instances whe^e paraprofessionals are organized, they are organized on, I guess, 
wha^t besrt be construed as a second-clas^itizenship We either sell them as a grSup sonie 
syrvj^ or cls€ we ask them into membership at a reduced basis but di)n't directly represent 
thcmf ' . * . ' ' 

Now, what \vc have suggested was tfrat if we want td improve the sitUation,«as well as if we 
'want to protect Ipcal associations from their misuse in time of teacher action, then we have to 
bring them in asr active merhbcrs and, either as a class or as individuals, not only give them 
services, but als<| give them an opportunity, as, we have, as active members to influence theiri 
place in the Association And there is no way of doing that unless they are members with a vote, 

Mr Geikie My question involves whether i^ is necessary to raise their due^ m or^er to give 
'them those benefits, sir. . ' * • 

Mr. Eherl} The dues issue, of course, is a very controversial one. Dues,of course, for most of 
us IS a questioit );)a$ed upon our ability to pay. And you will note that our report speaks to the 
differential between salaries of paraprofessionals and salaries of professionals. 

The argument, on the one hand, was that if you don't make s^iynuch money as teachers; then 
gcong la4>e difficult to pay full dues, and, therefore, you ate "not going to join. On the other 
hand, we found an extreme reluctance all over the country to welcome anyone in as a member 
unless hd'pays his full share. ■^'^ * ^ ^ 

We took a middle road position, hopefully to cojnpromise that issi^e, aj^cre£ttd() a five-year 
period for organizational purposes, hogefully to convince paraprofessionals that they have a real 
role within the Association, that we want them, tha^t they are needed and they can benefit, ajid 
. that we can benefit by h'aving them with us. But after a period of five years, as every other active 
member, we believe all active members should pay their full share as the rest of us dp. - »

Will the new 
guidelines meet the needs of all the teachers or the nee^ds of onl> a few*^ Were the new DuShane 
guidelines developed for the benefit of the administrators of the guidelines, or were the> written 
anddcv eloped b> those who will be responsible for the application of the guidelines, or b> those 
who will be most affected by the guidelines, (he classroom teachers? 

There are nriany other question*^ that must be answered and dealt with before we accept any 
changes in the'previous DuShane guidelines. 

The most previous DuShane guidelines leave much to be desired as far as being equitable. But 
the new guidelines, as written by staff and adopted by the NEA Board of Directors, are equally 
or more inequitable The new guidelines do not take into consideration state laws and state 
resources and state teacher rights programs that now exist. 

It has been said that the new guidelines were developed for the catastrophic cases There is 
nothing more catastrophic, ladies and gentlemen, than the individual teacher who has lost his or 
her job and finds thaf the statutes have a mininnum of 54 per member. It could be th^y will

' THc statement, or paraphrase, was mUde of what I said at the NCSEA meeting on the cost ' 
control question The answei*that I gave there relates to the point that was made here. The cost 
^ control under the-proposed new program is identical to the cost control factor under the exist-

It is phrased in these terms that we Jiave never turned down for financial reasons a teacher 
who deserved legal assistance And that is the same premise that underlies the new program. 
The NEA commits itself to w?brk with the states and ivith the locals to fund every teacher who is 
in need of legal help, and we would be obligated to find the money, if necessary, to provide that 
^ assistance We have always done It, and It isour hope to continue to do th^t, (Applause) 

Mr Tate \ would like to* address the question to Mr Chamn. My question is this. I believe I 
said thatjp state must spend S4 per member before it can receive from NEA a tot^l of 10 per- 
cent Is tiat not what I said? 

President Ryor Th^t is what you said, and it is still wrong, Horace, 

Mr^Tate I don't see how it is Ten percent is ten percent I don't understand. 

Mr Chamn ^s yon phrased it, Horace, the S4 per member becomes a threshold at which 
point the state becomes eligible for the 10 percent That is not correct A state is^eligible for 10 
percent the minute tBe year begins, the minute the program goes into eflfect. The figure be- 
^ coiTxes significant because it is at that point that the state becomes eligible for 50 percent 

Mr Tate My question. A// Chpmn. is. If a state spends $160,000 or if there is an outlay^ of 
5160,000, how much money will the state receive from NEA when it h^s a bill of $160,000? 

President Ryor- How many members does the state have? 

Mr, Tate- It has 40,000 members, 

Mr Chanin \Ua state has 40,000 members, by the time it has spent $160,000, it will already 
have received back $16,000 under one portion of the formula. There is another portion of the 
formula, which means you must treat your questiop somewhat hypothetically. The new 
. program also provides ^hat the NEA will pay 100 percent of the cost of every federal appeal, 
- 'which is the most expensive type of case. 

So in your hypothetical-if the $160,000 which the state expended, were to have included/ 
costs of any federal appeals, in addition to the $16,000 m NEA money we would also have' 
picked up the total cost of any federal appeal cases. 

Mr Tate Ojie other question Suppose a state wants to appeal a case and it does appeal the 
case and NEA does not approve It. Who pays that? 

Mr Chanin That is a continuation of the e\isting pctlicy. Under the new program the states 
make, in the first instance, all of the decisions on which cases they wijl process. There is one ex- 
ception tp that. In the federal system of olit judicial structure, if a case goes to the appella^^e 
level it does not afTecf one state, i(^ directly affe'cts all of the states m the particular circuit, 
* which may be seven or eight states, and It has precedential value throughout the country , . 

The policy of the DuShane Fund has always been that when a caSe reaches that level and has - 
that type of impact, the NEA will not put its money into it unless it approved it and unless it 
believes that the precedent involved and the risk involved are to the benefit of ^11 teachers. 

The current program simply codifies thal.practice. If a state wishes to appeal a federal case 
and the NEA does not think it should be appealed, wc do not stop the state from appealing it, we >. 
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simply say we will not give you DuShane money for that appeal, and we will not credit the 
state's expenses towards Its own threshold. ^ ji 

Mr. Tale: Thank' you for that last sentence— that is what 1 wanted 1 hope the delegation 
heard that.4f a state wants to appeal a teacher rights case and NEA does not agree, the state 
must pick up the total tab for thM amoun; of money. And also Mr Chanin has answered 
another question. Taken by any stretch of the imagmation. a state thatTias 40.000 teachers, for 
example, spending $4 'per teacher, will ^ct from NEA $16,000. 1 don't care whether the state 
gets it the first day, the tenth day, or the fiftieth- day .St still does get only $16,000 until after it 
has expended $4 per teacher. 
As long as the people understand this, this is all right with me 

President Ryor. Horace, you got the microphone on a pomt of information Secondly, the ap- 
peal procedure you allude to is exactly the same appeal procedure that is currently built into the 
present guidelines. It would be unfair to imply that there is,a new appeal procedure or that that 
issizably different from what we are now deahng with in that rcfgard.

The program will be a catalyst to help teachers and business people identify 
possible areas of cooperation in your locahty and to suggest goals for a local committee to 
dtvelop cooperative programs involving your local business people in a partnership with you 

SupporUn^ the effort will be a variety of sample programs, pilot projects, and materials 
available froift an NEA education- industry cleannghouse, all of which will give you concrete. 
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^ usable, and practical ideas for project^ Jhat can work in your community— ^jrojects that^'havc 
* been tested and found successful, projects directly involving the classroom teacher and the 
working businessman one-on-one. 

You will be hearing more about this NEA-industry program in the coming year as plans 
'progress. However, I hope that you will leave this meeting today convinced, as I am. that^^there 
can be no more fitting and appropriate way to recognize our nation's 200th birthday Jlfkft? to 
^.-pledgeourselves anew to the revitalization and relevance ofour freq^in^feons. , , [ 
^ Thehop^ and promisc-born in Philadelphia two centyries ago mtist remain alive for the^yoirth 
of today and the generations to come, and we. business and education, must remain dynamic 
andcreativc in assuring that our enterprises are atjtuned to the needs of the day. 

Thomas Jefferson, that early supporter of f^ee public education for all. father of the 
University of Virginia, admonished us. and I quote: 

Laws and ii|stUutions must go hand in hand^;^ progress of the human mind As 
that becomes more developed, more enlighten^, as new disco ve/ies atfi made and 
new truths disclosed, and manners and opinions change with the change of circum- 
stances, institutions must advance also and keep pace with the times. 

That, perhaps above all. is the core of what our free society is all about. And I would suggest 
it is what business and education are aboui. I would agree with the English biologist and 
phUosopher Thor^as Henry Huxley, who said, "Perhaps.the most valuable result of all cdu'ba- 
• tion IS the ability to make yourself do the thing you have to do, wh.ea it ought to be done, 
whether you like it or n6t " (Applause) This, said Huxley. wa,s the first and last lesson to be 
learned 

We in this country today know that we have a job to do in strengthening the principles that

We must ensure that our participation is not dented to us, using as an excuse the fact that the 
local districts cannot afford to pay our substitutes. o 

Currently colleges and universities pay thousands of dollars for NC^TE accreditation. There 
certainly should be enough m^ney to ensure that teachers will be alkxwed thfe same ^^ght^as the 
college representatives and the admiifttrators to participate in these evaluations 4 would urge 
you.tovotp for this New Business Item.

It is obvious thatjhis body seeks a gun ct^rol measure. It should be equally obvious again 
then that any such measure should, first, not take away our constitutional /ights; second, not 
punish those not abusing thofc rights, and third, certainly punish* those-who do abuse their right

That assumes that we collect the $17 million m dues outstanding, including the $3.5 million 

It includes $3,1 million in fixed investments, $1.9 million of whfoh ate long- 
term bonds purchased a long time ago by the NEA Board of Trustees that no )onger exists 
They have a current market value of $1.6 million. If we had to^sell them prior t6 matunty. we 
would take a substantial loss.

Oi^e of the things that we 
have been attempting to do over the pastfew^yegrs, since we entered into program budgeting, is 
to try and (fltafl of the things in their proper places so as to have a true cOst analysis of an area. 
And so certain items that had beenjisted in other sections of the budget have now beepjbmight 
appropriately into the section dealing with the cost of the Representative Assembly. , 

And the fpurth one, of course, would be the normal increases that we f^ce when we make the 
arrangements and sign the contracts for the convention facilities, and the cost involved m having
